Coleman Council gave third reading to a 
by-law at its meeting June 8th, providing au¬ 
thorization for the town to borrow up to a max¬ 
imum of $100,000 to meet necessary immedi¬ 
ate sewerage payments. The money will be 
borrowed as required from the local bank with 
interest rate not to exceed six per cent. 

Third reading was also given to 


Kovach Addresses 
Fish and Game 
Association 

The need for more provincial 
government action with regard to 
all phases of fish and game life 
in Alberta was strongly emphasiz¬ 
ed by William Kovach, MLA, who 
addressed a meeting of the Cole¬ 
man Fish and Game Association 
June 1st. 

Mr. Kovach stated that there 
was a great need for more stock¬ 
ing of fish in Alberta’s streams 
and ponds. Comparing Alberta with 
Montana, Mr. Kovach said that 
last year Montana, which is half 
the size of Alberta, with a far 
smaller population, planted 13 mil¬ 
lion fish as compared to Alberta’s 
two million. 

He stressed the need for improv¬ 
ing streams, ponds and natural 
places for breeding and rearing 
fish and felt that the Pass was an 
ideal area for a fish hatchery. 

He backed this thought by stat¬ 
ing that a local party was very 
successfully raising fish in this 
area. Despite the fact that some 
government officials thought that 
pollution of Alberta streams and 
creeks was negligible, Mr. Kovach 
stated that their minds would be 
changed in a hurry if they visited 
some of the mining areas in the 
south. 

Mr. Kovach asked the ’ocal Fish 
and Game Associations to support 
his endeavors in trying to pro¬ 
mote more money and more gov¬ 
ernment activity with regard to 
better fish and wildlife programs. 

During the meeting the matter of 
the bottom end of Allison Creek, 
north-west of Coleman, dividing it¬ 
self into a number of smaller 
creeks, was brought up. A letter 
will be sent to the Department f 
Water Resources requesting per¬ 
mission for the Association to clean 
out and divert the water back into 
its one original channel. 

Over 30 Junior Forest Wardens, 
who are sponsored by the Associ 
ation, were present to hear Mr. 
Kovach speak. Leader of the group 
John Deans, presented a report 
to the Association, indicating that 
the lads were planning a busy 
season. 

A Council of members of the 
Fish and Game group was appoint¬ 
ed to attend the Junior Forest 
Wardens’ meetings to aid with the 
work and report back to the As¬ 
sociation meetings. 

Bill Filewich reported that Vic- 
ary Creek was being polluted with 
coal dust and that this water was 
running into the town dam. 

A letter will be sent by the As¬ 
sociation to the Chief Biologist in 
Edmonton requesting he visit the 
Pass and look into the matter. 

The Association will seek per¬ 
mission from the Fisheries branch 
to build some fish ponds in an 
area east of Coleman where young 
fish could be raised for planting in 
local creeks and streams each 
spring. 

The matter of several local fish¬ 
ermen being prosecuted for hav¬ 
ing over their limit of fish was 
brought up and these members 
have been expelled from the As¬ 
sociation. The Association is urg¬ 
ing all members to abide by the 
Fish and Game regulations. 

The committee in charge of find¬ 
ing a site for a new dam project 
similar to the Allison Creek proj¬ 
ect undertaken by the Association 
several years ago, reported that 
several locations were still being 
studied for their suitability.

by-law 344 providing for the set¬ 
ting of a 5,000 pound load limit 
on bridges over Nez Perce Creek 
in town. Signs will also be erect¬ 
ed on other bridges advising ve¬ 
hicle drivers that they cross at 
their own risk. 

Council approved payment of a 
Progress Certificate covering work 
and material done by Tollestrup 
Construction on the sewerage sys¬ 
tem being installed in town. 

The Certificate called for pay¬ 
ment of $35,000 from which amount 
the town will hold back $7,000, 
making the required payment $28,- 
000. Council also approved pay¬ 
ment of $11,000 to its engineering 
firm of Underwood McLellan and 
Associates. 

The matter of setting a schedule 
for the use of the recreational 
field at the Horace Allen high 
school by local ball clubs and oth¬ 
er groups was brought to the at¬ 
tention of council. 

A motion was made by Council¬ 
lor Joe Hanrahan that this matter 
be turned over to the Sports As¬ 
sociation, who, in conjunction with 
the School Board, are to draw up 
a suitable schedule for use of the 
field. 

Council satisfactorily explained 
to a looal ratepayer that the con¬ 
tractors who were laying sewer¬ 
age lines on Fourth street, which 
is also Highway No. 3, were run¬ 
ning the lead lines to residences 
along the highway to avoid again 
having to dig up the highway once 
it is paved. This same procedure 
will be followed on the main street 
in town, so as to conserve the 
pavement after it is laid. These 
persons win have to pay the same 
fee as other residents who wish to 
hook onto the sewerage system. 

Representatives of the town’s 
engineering firm were present and 
discussed a number of problems 
being encountered in the sewerage 
system. A plan of extensions to 
service the entire town of Coleman 
is being prepared by the engineers 
who will bring in a colored plan 
to next meeting of council. The 
plan will show in color the ex¬ 
tensions that are being contem¬ 
plated and which will cost an ap¬ 
proximate $21,000. 

The dust problem on Fourth St. 
was brought up and secretary- 
treasurer T. A. Oollister reported 
that a town water trade had been 
employed one day to sprinkle the 
roads. He further advised that a 
supply of oil was on hand and that 
the roads are to be gravelled and 
and oiled this week. 

Council authorized Mr Oollist¬ 


er to appoint an enumerator and 
to attempt to hire a university 
or high school student to do this 
work. 

Correspondence from the Chin¬ 
ook Health Unit indicated that 
Coleman was enjoying good w r ater 
and that there was no unfavorable 
contamination in the samples sent 
in to the provincial laboratories n 
Calgary. 

In other business council approv¬ 
ed survey of the area west of the 
Horace Allen high school for a 
builduing sub-division; exchange 
of a piece of land for another with 
the Forestry Branch; sending a 
plan of repotting a section of a 
portion of Coleman to the Old Man 
River Planning Commission for 
their approval; construction of a 
dugout on the outside of the rec¬ 
reation ground on condition it be 
moved if council requests this at 
a later date; reserving three lots 
for 30 days for Phillips Electric 
Corporation; installation of a 30- 
inch culvert across the high way 
near the Kananaskis Service Sta¬ 
tion: two hour parking signs to be 
erected in the area of the B. A. 
garage on Fourth street. 

Council also heard the report of 
the police department which show¬ 
ed that a busy month had been ek- 
perienced with fines totalling $366 
payable to the town, being collect¬ 
ed durin g the mont h of May.

Mine Fire 
Under Control 

Martin Aschacker, superintendent 
of mines for Coleman Collieries, 
reports that the coal company now 
have the “gob fire” under control 
in 22 chute in the Vicary Creek 
Mine. 

Work crews reinforced the bot¬ 
tom half of the timber stopping 
with concrete and then water con¬ 
tained fiforetex was pumped into 
the chute about 70 feet above the 
fire. The fibretex sealed the tim¬ 
ber stopping below the fire and 
the water is now backing success¬ 
fully up the chute. 

Mr. Aschacker also stated that 
with the heavy rains experienced 
in the Pass over the last week¬ 
end that runoff in the mountains 
above the mine was fairly heavy. 

He said that water whs coming 
into the mine via the passage that 
hod flooded the mine in mid-Feb¬ 
ruary, but the water was not caus¬ 
ing any problem. 

The company are not working 
the inside section of the mine as a 
safety precaution so that in the 
event of a heavy accumulation of 
water should break through into 
the mine no one would be endang¬ 
ered. Men that were working the 
inside area of the mine have been 
put on other jobs and to accom¬ 
modate the men so that no shifts 
are lost the company are working 
three shifts, instead of the regu¬ 
lar two shifts. 

Mr. Aschacker added that it is 
expected that normal operations 
will resume this week.

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Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

Parliament has been busily en¬ 
gaged in a debate on how the 
Rules of Parliament may best >e 
changed in order to assist Parlia¬ 
ment in carrying out its functions 
more expeditiously. 

There is much misunderstanding 
of Parliament, and consequently a 
great deal of serious and uninform¬ 
ed criticism. It is described as be¬ 
ing inefficient; its rules and pro¬ 
cedure obsolete; its organization of 
business antiquated. Reform of 


Parliament is today’s catch-phrase. 

People say that the sessions last 
too long; that Members talk too 
much; that speeches should be 
shorter; that time limits should 
imposed before debates are 
commenced. “Streamline this pro¬ 
cedure,” we are told, “and get 
down to business.” 

The weakness of the criticism is 
based on a misunderstanding of 
the function of Parliament. Parlia¬ 
ment is not an administrative body 
—it is a place for debate. 

We look to the Cabinet and to 
the Civil Service to carry out ad¬ 
ministration. Twenty Departments 
have been set up for that purpose, 


and thousands of civil servants are 
employed to carry on the day-to- 
day work. Parliament’s duty and 
task is to examine government pol¬ 
icy, its taxation and spending pro¬ 
grams, and its legislative propos¬ 
als. 

Members of Parliament may 
agree on some issues, but on many 
they disagree. Parliament is the 
place for argument, where differ¬ 
ences of opinion are aired and 
where attempts are made to re¬ 
solve those differences. Parliament 
is the focus of public opinion and 
governments often have to modify 
or withdraw their proposals if de¬ 
bate and controversy in the House 


of Commons discloses that the 
course of action should be changed. 

I consider that the citizens of 
Canada should.be concerned not 
with the length of Parliamentary 
sessions-or the length or number 
of Members’ speeches, but rather 
with the function of Parliament. 

They should be concerned with 
the policies of the government, with 
the alertness and activity of the 
Opposition. For our system recog¬ 
nizes that to maintain freedom and 
our democratic way of life there 
must be an Opposition in Parlia¬ 
ment to restrain the government 
from arbitrary or autocratic act¬ 
ion; to redress grievances; to 


check unnecessary expenditures; 
to disclose wrong-doing to public 
view and generally to express the 
varying points of view of freedom 
loving people 

For our system is founded on 
the freedom of the individual with¬ 
in the law. Members of Parlia¬ 
ment are representative of that 
freedom. Its maintenance is as¬ 
sured if it is the will of the peo¬ 
ple that freedom of speech be 
maintained. Restrictions rigidly 
imposed on that freedom in Par¬ 
liament would lead inevitably to 
dictatorship. 

Third Annual

This 
Institute is one of five regional 
courses made possible through a 
grant of $50,000 from the Depart¬ 
ment of National Health -nd Wel¬ 
fare under provisions of the Fit¬ 
ness and Amateur Sports Act.

1—To encourage, promote and 
develop fitness through ama¬ 
teur hockey. 

2.—To promote and foster ob¬ 
jective and constructive at¬ 
titudes towards the philoso¬ 
phy and leadership aspects of 
amateur hookey. 

8—To develop competent in¬ 
structors who in turn will 
pass on their knowledge ‘o 
others at the local or com¬ 
munity level. 

Thirty candidates from Alberta 
and 20 candidates from British Co¬ 
lumbia will be selected on the basis 
of; 

(a) —demonstrated interest in com¬ 

munity hockey organization. 

(b) —demonstrated competence in 

coaching minor hockey. 

(c) —expressed willingness to serve 

the communities by conduct¬ 
ing clinics or administering 
minor hockey programs. 

Travel, accommodation and 
meals will be provided free of 
charge for all candidates coming 
from outside the City of Calgary. 

The Institute courses will cover: 
Philosophy and Objectives. 
Organization and Administra¬ 
tion. 

Rules. 

Officiating. 

Fitness and Conditioning. 
Amateur and Professional Re¬ 
lationships. 

Coaching Techniques and oth¬ 
er Selected Topics. 

Clare Drake of the University 
of Alberta, Edmonton, is the Chief 
Instructor, with Dr. Robert G. 
Hindmarch of UBC’s School of 
Physical Education and Rev. Fa¬ 
ther D. Bauer and A1 Rollins of 
U.A.C. Calgary as Staff Instruct¬ 
ors. Visiting lecturers and Instruct¬ 
ors from the Calgary area will also 
be present at the Institute. 

Registration for the Institute will 
commence at 9:30 a.m. Saturday, 
August 21st and the opening ses¬ 
sion will get under way at 1:39 
p.m. The Institute winds up on 
Saturday afternoon, August 28th.

CANADA’S NEW LABOUR ( ODE Hon. Allan MacEaclicn, Minister of Labour, answers some questions: 


“Cur new Canada Labour Code 
has been called a ‘lirst,’ Mr. MacEachen. 
Would you agree?” 


“Briefly, who does this new Code 
apply to ?” 


“Let’s get down to specifics. 

What, exactly, does it promise to those 
employees who are affected by it?”. 


“You said the new Code applies 
to industries under Federal jurisdiction. 
Would you name them?” 


If yon are not sure whether you ai 


“Yes, and it is one of the most all-embracing. Canada 
has a right lo he proud of it. it sets higher 
standards than have been set for any other country I know. 
Other countries are taking note of the way 
Canadian Parliament is ensuring that more workers 
share in this country’s growth.” 

“It applies to industries which fall under Federal jurisdiction— 
and may well prove to be a guide for other industries. 

J lie Government itself, which is a large employer 
in its own right, will take the lead bv applying 
the Code's standards to its own federal employees.” 

“As we said, it sets minimum standards—and I stress 
that these are minimum , because, of course, a lot of workers 
already enjoy higher standards than the Code sets. 

First, it sets a standard 8 hour day and a 40 hour week, 
with overtime limited to 8 hours a week, and paid for at 
time-and-a-half. 

Second, it sets the minimum wage rate for all men and 
women over 17 years of age at $1.25 an hour. 

Next, it pro'ides for two weeks annual vacation with pay, 
after one year’s service; or 4% of wages as vacation pay 
for those with from 30 days lo a year's service. 

Finally, it stipulates that each employee shall get 
eight statutory holidays with pay a year— 
or get a full day off in lien of the holiday.” 

‘The Code covers interprovineial or international rail 
and highway transport, primary fishing where the fishermen 
work for wages, air transport, radio and TV, shipping, 
banks, uranium mining, grain elevators, Hour and feed 
mills and warehousing, seed cleaning mills, interprovineial 
or international pipelines and ferries, inlcrprovincial or 
international telegraphs and telephones, most Crown 
corporations and one or two other smaller industries.”
